The above information may be true....it is true in Part. John and Samuel were 
definitely brothers and Alexander was in the Same area of Georgia and received a land

Other know Germanys in the area at the same time (the 1750's) were Edward, Robert.

My father always said "six Germany brothers came from Ireland and landed in South 
Carolina. nace 

As to the time the family came, I have this information. In the biography of 
Thomas Germany, a great grandson of John Germany (above), which went to Press about 
1890 in Limestone County, Texas, Thomas related that his great grancfather came to this 
countyy when he was twelve years of age. Now, the great grandfather, John, was know 
to have been born in Ireland in 1717. This would have made the arrival of the family 
in America in 172%70, 


There is one more clue to the early Germanys that I recall, One of my distant 
Texas relatives J/third cousin/ sent me some information that her father wrote domm. Her 
father was born in 1862. He wrote..."Three or four brothers cane to america in 1700's 

rom either England or Ireland, Their names were John, Henry and (Hull) -" Now "Hull" was 
incorrect wmless it was a middle name. But the John, and Henry coincided with two of 
the four names left by the other old timer. Since these two sources hads been separated 
Since the early 1800's, I tend to believe that four of the originals were Henry, John, 
Samuel and Alexander, Henry was probably the father because I find no "Henry" in the ec. 
records of Georgia. If he was, he never came to Georgia but returned during the "lost" 
ten years between 1730 and 1740 when the Germanys were known to be in Georgia. I believ 
the Germanys were in South Carolina during these 10 years but have never had the 
opportunity to check the early records of South Carolina,

This would indicate they were married about 1756-57. I have a great deal of 
information about John Germany. He was well-to-do, highly respected, elected 
to several offices, a Captain of Militia, A Son of Liberty, ete. I have his will.

Hannah's birth, 
and death dates are unknown as was her family name. James and Hannah Elizabeth 
sold out in Columbia County, Georgia, and came to Wilkinson County, Mississippi 
Territory where James Germany was listed as head of family in 1805.

His children were: John ,Robert, 
Se oe William, Benjanin, James, Henry and Elizabeth,’ (iJashington J,, and Jacob C.)_ 


Notes I have added the names of two sons not inclwied in this article because 
they had been long dead when "Memoirs" went to press in about 1890. They do 
show up in the estate papers of James Germany. I have the complete estate 
papers and at his death he owned property both in Amite County, itiss., and 
West Feliciana Parish, Louisiana, Therefore both county seats have sets 

of his estate papers but the Louisiana set at St Francisville is: most complete 
He lived in Wilkinson or Amite Coumty in 1805, 1810, and 1816. He Lived in 
West Feliciana Parish, La., in 1820 and 1830. I don't find him anywhere in 184: 
but have not checked all coumties in Miss or La. I have an idea that he lived 
in Kemper County, Miss., in 1840 but have not found him on that census. I have 
been told that he was on the special 1837 Kemper County Census but have never 
seen it. Virtually nothing is known about Hamah Zlizabeth, his wife. She 
apparently died prior to James. ;

He was wounded 
at Chicamauga, captured at Missionary Ridge and sent.to Rock 
Island, Ill. I was told by a relative that James, while a 
prisoner and often hungry, developed a taste for rats. After 
he was paroled and during the following years, there were 
occassionally rat killings at the barn.

Mary Elizabeth Germany, born Aug 27, 1810, Died Dec 18, 1887. Married Bennett 
Asbury McClendon Dec 11, 1858. I don't know what happened 
to this couple but I believe they went west. A number of 
their descendants are Mormons and contributed a greatdeal, — 
of information to the Mormon library in Salt Lake City.

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INTRODUCTION 


Pensions were given to indigent soldiers, 
sailors and their widows for service during the 
Civil War. This was done primarily after 1900. 
A few were given in the 1890's, but these appli- 
cations provided very little information which 
would be helpful to the genealogical researcher. 


The pension applications dated after 1900 
are very informative, usually giving name, age, 
place of residence, service unit, names of unit 
officers, date of discharge, length of service, 
medical condition, property ownership and income, 
and person or persons with whom the applicant 
lived. In the case of widows, it generally gives 
the husband's name, date and place of marriage, 
and date and place of the husband's death. 


This application information was copied fron 
microfilm available at the Mississippi Department 
of Archives and History at Jackson, Mississippi. 
They were generally in alphabetical order, though 
a few were out of place. A notation has been 
made when they were more than slightly out of | 
place. 


This book is to be used as an index to locat- ~ 
ing the applications. There is often more than 
one application for each person, and all should 
be searched as they may have differing information. 
Be sure to always look for different spellings 
of each name.

Petition of SAMUEL GANDY, for many years an inhabitant of Augusta, asked for 
200 acres. MR. JAMES FRASER also recommended Gandy. 100 acres ordered in two 
parcels: 50 acre lott #42 on west side of JOHN WISELY's land within the Town- 
Ship of Augusta, and 50 acres adjoining back on the aforesaid Lott #42, 
Petition of HUGH MORRISON, who has been in Georgia 16 years, and had only 50 
acres in Darien. He asked for an additional 450 acres, on west of lands of HUGH 
CLARK on the south side of Sapola River near its head. Board gave him only 250 


Wednesday 6 February 1754 
Petition to the President and Assistants was received from "the subscribing

JOHN JERMANY (GERMANY) “had been long Resident in the Province with his family 
Consisting of a wife and Six Children", and had 400 acres granted him. Of this 
200 acres "had fallin above the Indian Line lately Established" so he requested 
150 acres be laid out on Kioka Creek in St. Paul's Parish. Approved. 
This was the treaty line run out in preparation for the transfer of land to 
_ liquidate debts of Creeks and Cherokees to the Indian Traders. Was this the man 
for whom Germany's Creek was named? 


MARY SLATER, widow of JOHN SLATER, disclosed that he had purchased 200 acres in 
Wr ightsborough Settlement in addition to land granted him in Family Right. Their 
family consisted of a son and five daughters. Since her husband died intestate 
"by which means all his Lands for which his Majesty's Grant had or might pass in

grandmother came from to Texas), it hasn't helped much just yet; 
but I'm sure it will in the future. 


We have a Sybil Germany here in Greenville (92 years of age) 
who is lucdd at times, and I caught her in one of those times. 
She says that the Germanys were originally sent to Georgia as 
convicts from England and Ireland and worked for their freedom 
in the penal colony beginning in the early-to-mid-1700's. After 
they had worked off their sentences, they were granted land and 
freedom and began to move from Georgia. She recalls that her 
grandfather (she is an original Germany, having never married) 
used to laugh about how someday his descendants were all going to 
try to bury him and his brothers because they had all been convicts 
and sent to America against their wills. She repeated all this 
several times before becoming more and more "senile." Oh well, I 
just hope that I can get back that far in my research. 


I have also been in contact with a Mrs. Hudson, daughter of 
Walter Bedford Hart. Mr. Hart was the son of John Anthony Hart 
and Mary Ellen Germany, daughter of a John Germany. Mary Ellen 
and her sister, Nannie (married J. M. Bailey) were both born in 
Mississippi. That's all she has on her Germanys except that they 
were supposedly in Texas by 1880. 


One of the things that has helped me in my research is the 
reappearance of common first names; and the name Elizabeth shows 
up pretty consistently in the documents you have, so there may be 
a connection between my Rhoda Elizabeth and the Elizabeths who 
are found in the first three or four pages of the papers you have. 


I'm just getting into the Germany side of the family; but will 
be happy to share whatever I find with you if you wish. Thanks again 


for sending the papers.
